DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S. C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The independent claim recites "a system of methods" which may span several 
statutory classes of subject matter. Since a system may be a method or apparatus, it is 
suggested that the term "system" in the pre=amble be deleted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. -Claims 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 



It the claims the following is considered vague and indefinite: 
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the use of "and/or" or T; since the use of T is vague and indefinite in its 

use; 

the use of words running together such as: "idetifierdata"; 
the use of phrase "this claim" and "this method" since a recitations refer to 
the claim language per se; 

use of latin phrases such as "infra"; 

the use of the abbreviation "e.g." since this may refer to indefiniteness of 
what is being claimed; 



5. The amendment to the claims filed on 6-18-04 does not comply with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1 .121(c) because the claims must be on a separate document . 
that must not contain any other part of the amendment. There is language after the last 
claim on a claim page that is not part of the claim. 



Applicant is remined that amendments to the claims filed on or after July 30, 
2003 must comply with 37 CFR 1.121(c) which states: 



(c) Claims, Amendments to a claim must be made by rewriting the entire claim 
with all changes (e.g., additions and deletions) as indicated in this subsection, except 
when the claim is being canceled. Each amendment document that includes a change 
to an existing claim, cancellation of an existing claim or addition of a new claim, must 
include a complete listing of all claims ever presented, including the text of all pending 
and withdrawn claims, in the application. The claim listing, including the text of the 
claims, in the amendment document will serve to replace all prior versions of the claims, 
in the application. In the claim listing, the status of every claim must be indicated after 
its claim number by using one of the following identifiers in a parenthetical expression: 
(Original), (Currently amended), (Canceled), (Withdrawn), (Previously presented), 
(New), and (Not entered). 
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(1) Claim listing. All of the claims presented in a claim listing shall be 
presented in ascending numerical order. Consecutive claims having the same status of 
"canceled" or "not entered" may be aggregated into one statement (e.g., Claims 1-5 
(canceled)). The claim listing shall commence on a separate sheet of the amendment 
document and the sheet(s) that contain the text of any part of the claims shall not 
contain any other part of the amendment.
